We be- 
lieve that no body of men, however 
constituted, has the right to put an 
end to the Presbyterian church and 
put us into another communion 
against our judgment, and in humble 
dependence upon Almight God, we 
purpose continuing the church of our 
fathers. We call upon all in our 
communion who love the Presbyter- 
jan church, and wish to see it con- 
tinued, to stand fast, assuring them 
that with the Blessing of God there 
is going to be a Presbyterian church 
from coast to coast, notwithstanding 
the resolution of the assembly.

STAMPEDE

about twenty miles south of the town 
of Macleod. Preparations have been 
going on since their big race last 
July, and were brought to a very 
successful issue by the young Indians 
who managed the affair themselves 
It is true they consulted the Indian 
Agent, J. T. Faunt, but the carrying 
out of all the other ceremonies was 
by themselves, 


and that was after a fine shower of 
rain on the previous day, which kept 
the dust quiet, and made it: pleasant 
for everyone. Everyone was there 
from Cardston, Pincher Creek, Gran- 
um and Macleod. Also all the far:n- 
ers within this large area, and the 


estimate of the crowd was over twu! 


thousand people, with hundreds of 
horses, ponies and dogs. While the 
people took in the races the Indian 
children (they were many) amused 
themselves with games peculiar to 
themselves, 

The wants of the people were -vell 
supplied by the enterprising Indians 
and their worthy helpmates, whose 
refreshment booths were many and 
up to date. One large tent or wigwam 
was set aside for the exhibiting of the 
bead work, and buckskin articles as 
made by the women of the Blood 
tribe. There were many pieces of 
artistic work that would do credit to 
any Eastern exhibit. Another big tent 
was showing the way they arrange 


their tents for accommodation of their | 


families, altogether it was to many a 
revelation of the industry of these 
people who are today the leading ones

Must Inform Congregations 

| We counsel all Presbyterians to 
support the missionary work of our 
church. Our devotion to our church 
|should not lead us to withdraw our 
support from these servants of our 
Lord, who are so faithfully serving 
Him at home and abroad, but rather 
|to increase-it. We further counsel 
all Presbyterians to do all that they 
may, consistent with their principles, 
|to maintain the unity of the local 
congregation. But’ our people, hav- 
jing been denied the ballot, must be 
|given all opportunity to learn the 
meaning of the measure passed by 
the assembly and to express their 
opinion thereon. If our people are 
to be taken into another commuion 
they must be fully informed of the 
meaning of the measure, 

The assembly hgs passed a reso- 
lution seeking negotiations with 
those who do not concur in its union 
resolution. We are willing to nego- 
tiate, though it would have had bet- 
ter prospects of success had it been 
offered before the measure was pass- 
ed, but now it can only be upon the 
basis of two principles. 

Terms Insisted Upon 

(1.) That we be left the consti- 
tution and organization of tHe Pres- 
byterian church; and (2) that con- 
gregations be given an opportunity of 


*|declaring whether they wish to go 


into union or remain with us. 

But we need the constitution and 
organization which the unionists in- 
tend to scrap. We believe that Chris- 
tians cannot be taken from one com- 
munion and thrust into another 
against their will, and that it is not 
right to attempt it. On such terms 
our advisors are willing to eriter in- 
to negotiations, We wish to main- 
tain fraternal relations with all 
branches of the Protestant church, 
and co-operate with them in all such 
work as we may do in common, but 
we believe ourselves in duty bound 
to the Great King and Head of the 
church to resist a measure so auto- 
cratic as that passed by the general 
assembly of 1923. With confidence 
we call upon our friends in every 
part of the church to stand fast in 
continuing the church of our fathers.
